THE LAND ACl^UISITION (AMENDMENTl ACT, 

No. 68 OF 1984 

[■24th September, 1984 ] 

An Act further to amend the T.and Acquisition Act, iSo-|. 

Be, it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-fifth Year of tho Kepublic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Land Acquisition (Amendment) Act, 
1984. 

2. In sub-section (2) of section 1 of the Land Acquisition Acl, 1894 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), for the words, figures and 
letters “the territories which, immediately before the 1st November, 10‘^fi 
were comprised In Part B States; and”, the words "the State of .Tammu 
and Kashmir,’’ shall be substituted, 

3. In section 3 of tbe principal Act,— 

(a) after clause (a), the followini? clause- shall be inserted, 

namely;— 

‘(aa) the expression “local authority" includes a loym plan¬ 
ning authority (by whatever name qalled) set up under any law 
for the time being In force;’; 
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(b) after clause (c), the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely; — 

*(cc) the expression “corporation owned or controlled by the 
State’' means any body corporate establi^ed by or under a 
Central, Provincial or State Act, and includes a Government 
rioflmpany as defined in section 617 of the Companies Act, 1956, a 
•r>ciety registered under the Societies Registration Act, 1860V 
or under any corresponding law for the time being In force Ini 
t State, being a society established or administered by Govern¬ 
ment and a co-operative society within the meaning of any law' 
relating to co-operative societies for the time being In force in 
any State, being a co-operative society in which not less than 
fifty-one per centum of the paid-up share capital Is held by the 
Central Government, or by any State Government or Govern.- 
ments, or partly by the Central Government and partly by one 
or more State Gbvernments;'; 

(c) for clause (e), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely; ^ 

‘(c) the expression “Company*' means— 

(i) a company as defined in section 3 of the Companies 
Act, 1956, other than a Government company referred to in 
clause (cc); 

(ii) a society registered under the Societies Registration 
Act, 1860, or under any corresponding law for the time being 
In force In a State, other than a society referred to in clause 
(cc); 

(Hi) a co-opGrative society within the meaning of any 
law relating to co-operative societies for the time being Iji^ 
force In any State, other than a co-operative society referred 
to In clause (cc);'; 

(d) for clause (/), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namdy:-- 

‘(/) the expression “public purpose’’ includes— 

(i) the provision of village-sites, or the extension, nlan*- 

ned development or Improvement of existing village- 

sites; 

(ii) the provision of land for town or rural planning; 

(iii) the provision of land for planned development of 
land from public funds In pursuance of any scheme or policy 
of Government and subsequent disposal thereof in whole or 
in p?trt by lease, assignment or outright sale with the object 
of securing further development as planned; 

(iu) the provision of land for a corporation owned or 
controlled by the State; 

(n) the provision of land for rosldentlal purposes to the 
twor or landless or to persons residing' in areas affected by 
»*»tural calamities, or to persons displaced or affected by 
f»ason of the implementation of any scheme undertaken by 
Sevemment, any local authority or a corporation owned or 
controlled by the State; 

(«i) the provision of land for carrying ^ut any educa¬ 
tional, housing, health or slum clearance scheme sponsored 
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by Government or by any authority established by Govern'- 
merit lor carryiifg out any such scheme, or, with the prior 
approval ot the appropriate Government, by a local authorilyy 
or a society registered under the Societies Registration Act, 
IbbO, or under any corresponding law for the time being in 
force in a State, or a co-operative society within the meaning 
of any law relating to co-operative societies for the thhc 
being in force in any State; 

(vii) the provision of land for any other scheme of de¬ 
velopment sponsored by Government, or, with the prior 
approval of the appropriate Government, by a local authority; 

(viii) the provision of any premises or building for loca¬ 
ting a pubhc oflice, 

but does not include acquisition of land for Companies;*; 

(e) in clause (p), in the proviso, in clause (hi), for the words 
and li£ures “Chapter XXXi of the Code of Civil Procedure", the words 
and iigures “Order XXXll oi the Pirst Schedule to the Code of Civil. 
Proceaure, 1908'' shall be substituted* 

4. In sub-section (I) of section 4 of the principal Act,— 

(<^) after the words “any public purpose'*, the words ‘'or lor a 
Company" shall be inserted; 

'{b) after the words “Official Gazette", the words “and in tWo 
daily newspapers circulating in that locality of which at least one 
shall be in the regional language'" shall be mserted; 

(c) after the words “in the said locality’*, the brackets and words 
“(the last of the dates of such publication and the giving of such 
public notice, being hereinafter referred to as the date of the publica¬ 
tion of the notilication) ' shall be maerled* 

5. In section 5A of the principal Act,— 

(a) In sub-section (1), for the words “within thirty days after 
the issue ol the notification", the words “within thirty days from 
the date of the publication of.the notification** shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-section (2), for the words “either in person", the words 
“in person or by any person authorised by him in this behalf** shall 
be substituted. 

6. In section 6 of the principal Act,— 

(a) in sub-section (I),— 

(1) for the first proviso, the following proviso shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely: — 

“Provided tbat no declaration in respect of any particu¬ 
lar land covered by a notification under section 4, «Ub- 
section (J),— 

(i) published after the commencement of the Land 
Acquisition (Amendment and Validation) Ordinance, 
1967, but before the commencement of the Land Acqui¬ 
sition (Amendment) Act, 1984, shall be made after the 
expiry of three years from the date of the publication 
of the notification; or 
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(ii) published after the commencement of the Land 
Acquisition (Amendment) Act, 1964, shall be made after 
the expiry of one year from the date of the publication 
of the notifiuition:”; 

(2) the following Explanations shall be inserted at the end, 
namely:— 

'^Explanation 1. —In computing any of the periods refer¬ 
red to in the first proviso, the period during which any action 
Or proceeding to be taken in pursuance of the notification 
issued under section 4, sub-section (1), is stayed by an order 
of a Court shall be excluded. 

Explanation 2.—Where the compensation to be awarded 
for such property is to be paid out of the funds of a corpora¬ 
tion owned or controlled by the State, such compensation 
shall be deemed to be compensation paid out -of public 
revenues.'"; 

(b) in sub-section (2), for the words and shall state", the 
words and brackets "‘and in two daily newspapers circulathrg in the 
locality m rrhich^ the land is situate of which at least one shall be in 
the regional language, and the Collector shall cause public notice of 
the substance of such declaration to be given at convenient places ^ 
the said locality (the last of the dates of such publication and the 
giving of such public notice, being hereinafter referred to as the date 
of the publication of the declaration), and such declaration shall 
state” shall be substituted. 

7. In section 9 of the principal Act, in sub-section ( 4 ), for the words 
and figures "registered under Part III of the Indian Post Office Act, 186fl’’, 
the words and figures “registered under sections 28 and 29 of the Indian 
Post Office Act, 1898” shall be substituted. 

8. Section 11 of the principal Act shall be re-numbered as sub¬ 
section (1) of that section, and,— 

(a) in sub-section (I) as so re-numb'ered, the louowing pro¬ 
visos-shall be inserted at the end, namely:— 

“Provided that -no award shall be madi by the Collector 
under this sub-section without the previous approval of the 
appropriate Government or of such officer as the appropriate 
Government may authorise in this behalf: 

Provided further that it shall be competent for the appro¬ 
priate Government to direct that the Collector may make such 
award without, su,cli approval in such class of cases as the 
jappropriatq Government may specify in this behalf."; 

(b) after sub-section (1) as so re-numbered, the following sub- 
sc-ctinri'^ !>hall' be inserted, namely:— 

"(2) l;iotwlthstanding anything contained In aub-aectlon 
(1), if at any stage of the procaadings, the Collector is satisfied 
that afi the persons inteceoted U the land who appaarad before 
liim have agreed in writing on the matters, to be included la 
the award ef the Calleotar ia the fama prefi^llsed by rules 
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made by the appropriate Government, he may, without making 
further enquiry, make an award according to the terms of such 
agreement. 

(3) The determination of compensation for any land under 
sub-section (2) shall not iti any way affect the determination of 
compensation in respect of other lands in the same locality or 
elsewhere in accordance with the other provisions of this Act. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Registra¬ 
tion Act, 1908, no agreement made under sub-section (2) shall 
be liable to registration under that Act.’*. 

9. After section 11 of the principal Act, the following section shall 
be inserted, namely; — 

‘llA The Collector shall make an award under section 11 
within a period of two years from the date of the publication of the 
declaration and if no award is made within that period, the entire 
proceedings for the acquisition of the land shall lapse: 

Provided that in a case where the said declaration has been 
published before the commencement of the Land Acquisition 
(Amendment) Act, 1984, the award shall be made within a Jieriod 
of two years from such commencement. 

Explanation .—^In computing the period of two years referred 
to in this section, the period during which any action or proceeding 
to .be taken in pursuance of the said declaration is stayed by» an 
order of a Court shall be excluded.”. 

10. After section 13 of the principal Act, the following section shall 
be inserted, namely; — 


“13A. (1) The Collector may, at any time but not later than six 
months from the date of the award, or where he has been 
required under section 18 to make a reference to the Court, before 
the making of such reference, by order, correct any clerical or 
arithmetical mistakes In the award or errors arising therein either 
on his own motion or on the application of arty person interested or 
a local authority: 

Provided that no correction which is likely to affect prejudicially 
any person shall be made unless such person has been given a 
reasonable opportunity of making a representation in the matter. 

(2) The Collector shall give immediate notice of any correction 
made in the -award to all the persons interested. 

(3) Where any excess amount is proved to have been paid to 

any person as a result of the correction made under sub-section (1), 

the excess amount so paid shall be liable to be refunded and in the 

case of any default or refusal to pay, the same may be recovered as 

an arrear of land revenue.”, 

* . 

11 In section 14 of the principal Act. for the words “Code of Civil 
Procedure”, the words and figures “Code of Civil Procedure. 1908” shall 
be substituted. 
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12. After section 15 of the principal Act, the following section shall 
be inserted, namely; — 


“15A. The appropriate Government may at any time' before the 
award is made by the Collector under section 11 call for any record 
of any proceedings (whether by way of inquiry or otherwise) for 
the purpose of satisfying itself as to the legality or propriety of any 
finding or order passed or as to the regularity of such proceedings 
and may pass such order or issue such direction in relation thereto 
as it may think fit: 

Provided that the appropriate Government shall not pass or 
issue any order or direction prejudicial to any person without afford¬ 
ing such person a reasonable opportunity of being heari”. 

13. In section 17 of the principal Act,— 

(a) in sub-section (I), for the words "take possession of any 
waste or arable land needed for public purposes or for a Company", 
the words "take possession of any land needed for a public purpose’’ 
shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-section (2), after the words “access to any such 
station,’’, the words "or the appropriate Government corisiders it 
necessary to acquire the immediate possession of any land for the 
purpose of maintaining any structure or system pertaining to Irri-' 
gation, water supply, drainage, road communication or electricity,” 
shall be inserted; 

(c) after sub-sectlon (5), the following sub-sections shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“(3A) Before taking possession of any land under sub¬ 
section (1) or sub-section (2), the Collector shall, without pre¬ 
judice to the provisions of sub-section (3),— 

(a) tender payment of eighty per centum of the com¬ 
pensation for such land as estimated by him to the persons 
interested entitled thereto, and 

(b) pay it to them, unless prevented by some one or 
more of the contingencies mentioned in section 31, sub¬ 
section (2), 

and where the Collector is so prevented, the provisions of 
section 31, sub-section (2), (except the second proviso thereto), 
shall apply as they apply to the payment of compensation 
under that section. 

(3B) The amount paid or deposited under sub-section (3A), 
shall be taken into account for determining the amount of 
compensation required to be tendered under Section 31, and where 
the amount so paid or deposited exceeds the compensation award¬ 
ed by the Collector under section 11, the excess may, unless re¬ 
funded within three months from the date of the Collector’s 
award, be recovered as an arrear of land revenue.”; 
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(d) in sub-section (4), for the words “after the publication 
of the notification”, the words “after the date of the publication of 
the notification" shall be substituted. 


14. In section 19 of the principal Act, in sub-section (I),— 

(a) in clause (c), the word “and” occurring at the end shall be 
omitted; 

(b) after clause (c), the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely: — 


“(cc) the amount paid or deposited under sub-section (3A) 
of section 17; and". 

15. In section 23 of the principal Act,— 


(a) after sub-section (1), the following sub-section shall be in¬ 
serted, namely; — 

“(1/4) In addition to the market value of Ihe land, as above 
provided, the Court shall in every case award an amount cal¬ 
culated at the rate of twelve per -centum per annum on such 
market value for the period commencing on anjd from the date 
of the publication of the notification under section 4, sub-section 
(I), in respect of such land to the date of the award of the Col¬ 
lector or the date of taking possession of th§ land, whiohever is 
earlier; 

Explanation .—In computing the period referred to in this 
.sub-section any period or periods during which the proceedings 
for the acquisition of the land were held up on account of any 
stay or injunctibn by the order of any Court shall be excluded.”; 

(h) in sub-section (2), for the words “fifteen per centum”, the 
words “thirty per centum" shall be substituted. 

16. In section 24 of the principal Act,— 

(q) in clause sixthly^ the word “or” occurring at the end shall 
be omitted; 

(b) in clause seventhly, the word “or” shall be inserted at the 
end, and after the clause as so amended, the following clause shall 
be Inserted, namely: — 

“eighthly, any increase to the value of the land on account 
of its being put to any use which is forbidden by law or opposed 
to public policy.”. 

17. For section 25 of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
substituted, ngmely: — 
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‘*25. The amount of compensation awarded by the Court shall 
not be less than the amount awarded by the Collector under section 
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18. In section 28 of the principal Act,— 

(a) for the word^ “six per centuni”, the words ‘^nine per cen¬ 
tum” shall be substituted; 

(b) the following proviso shall be inserted at the end, 
namely: — 

“Provided that the award of the Court may also direct that 
where such excess or any part thereof is paid into Court rifter 
the date of expiry of a period of one year from the date on which 
possession is taken, interest at the rate oT fifteen per centum 
per annum shall be payab'^e from the date of expiry of the Said 
period of one year on the amount of such excess or part thereof 
which has not been paid into Court before the date of such ex- 
piry.'S 

W. In Part III of the principal Act, after section 28, the following 
section shall be inserted, namely: — 


“28A. (1) Where in an awayd under this Part, the Court allows 
to the applicant any amount of compensation in excess of the amount 
awarded by the Collector under section 11, the persons Interested 
in all the other land covered by the same notification under section 
4, sub-section (I) and who are also aggrieved by the award of the 
Collector may, notwithstanding that they had not made an appli- 
rntion to the Collector under section 18, by written application to 
the Collector within three months from the date of the award of 
the Court require that the amount of compensation payable to them 
may be re-determined on the basis of the amount of compensation 
awarded by the Court: 

Provided that in computing the period of three months within 
which an application to the Collector shall be made under this sub¬ 
section, the day on which the award was pronounced and the time 
requisite for obtaining a copy of the award shall be excluded. 

(2) The Collector shall, on receipt of an application imder sub¬ 
section (J), conduct an inquiry after giving notice to all the persons 
interested and giving them a reasonable opportunity of being heard, 
and make an award determining the amount of compensation pay¬ 
able to the applicants. 

(3) Any person who has not accepted the award under sub¬ 
section (2) may, by written application to the- Collector,- require 
that the matter be referred by the Collector for the dj^termlnatlon 
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of the Court and the provisions of sections 18 to 28 shall, so far as 
may be, apply to such reference as they apply to a reference under 
section 18/'. 

20. In section 34 of the principal Act,— 

(a) for the words ''six per centum"', the words '‘nine per cent¬ 
um"’ shall be substituted; 

(b) the following proviso shall be inserted at the end, 
namely: — 

“Provided that if such compensation or any part thereof is 
not paid or deposited within a period of one year from the date 
on which possession is taken, interest at the rate of fifteen pet 
centum per annum shall be payable from the date of expiry of 
the said period of one year on the amount of compensation or 
part thereof which has not been paid or deposited before the 
date of such expiry/’. 

21. Section 38 of the principal Act shall be omitted. 


22. In section 38A of the principal Act, for the words, figures and 
letter “sections 5A, 6, 7, 17 and 50”, the words, figures and letter 
“sections 4, 5A, 6, 7 and 50” shall be substituted. 


23. In section 39 of the principal Act,— 

(a) for the words, figures and brackets “sections 6 to 37 (both 
inclusive)”, the words, figures and brackets “sections 6 to 16 (both 
inclusive) and sections 18 to 37 (both inclusive)” shall be 
substituted; 

(b) after the words “for any Company”, the words “under this 
Parf’ shall be inserted. 


24, In section 40 of the principal Act, in sub-section (3), for the 
words “Code of Civil Procedure”, the words and figures “Code of Civil 
Procedure, 1908” shall be substituted. 


25, In sub-section (3) of section 45 of the principal Act, in the proviso, 
for the words and figures “registered under Part III of the Indian Post 
Office Act, 1866”, the words and figures “registered under sections 28 
and 29 of the Indian Post Office Act, 1898” shall be substituted. 


26. In section 46 of the principal Act, for the words “fifty rupees”, 
the words “five hundred rupees” shall be substituted. 
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27, After section 51 of the prjncipal Act, the following section shall 
be inserted, namely: — 


^'51A. In any proceeding under this Act, a certified copy of a 
document registered under the Registration Act, 1908 including a 
copy given under section 57 of that Act, may be accepted as evidence 
of tne transaction recorded in such document/’. 


28. In section 53 of the principal Act, for the wo^ds '‘Code of Civil 
Procedure'’, the words and figures “Code of Civil Procedure, 1908” shall 
be substituted. 


29. In sub-section (I) of section 55 of the principal Act,— 

(a) in the second proviso, for the words “before the expiry of 
tbe session in which it is so laid or the successive sessions aforesaid”, 
the words “before the expiry of the session immediately following 
the session or the successive sessions aforesaid” shall be substituted; 

(b) after the second proviso, the following proviso shall be in¬ 
serted, namely: — 

“Provided also that every such rule made by the State 
Government shall be laid, as soon as may be after it is made, 
before the State Legislature.”. 


3§. (1) The provisions of sul>section (lA) of section 23 of the prin¬ 
cipal Act, as inserted by Clause (a) of section 15 of this Act, shall apply, 
and shall be deemed to have applied, also to, and in relation to,— 

(a) every proceeding for the acquisition of any land under the 
principal Act pending on the 30th day of April, 1982 [the date of 
introduction of the Land Acquisition (Amendment) Bjll, 1982, in 
the House of the people], in which no award has been made by the 
Collector before that date; 

(b) every proceeding for the acquisition of any land under the 
principal Act commenced after that date, whether or not an award 
has been mads by the Collector before the commencement of this 
Act. 

(2) The provis),ons of sub-section (2) of section 23 and section 28 of 
the principal Act, as amended by clause (b) of section 15 and section 18 
of this Act respectively, 5 ^^all apply, and shall be deemed, to have 
apphed, also to, and in relation to, any award made by the Collector or 
Court or to any order passed by the High Court or Supreme Court in 
appeal against any such award under the provisions of the principal Act 
after the 30th day of April, 1962 [the date of introduction of the Land 
Acquisition (Amendment) Bill, 1982, in the House of the People] and 
before the commencement of this Act. 
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(5) The provisions of section 34 of the principal Act, as amended by 
section 20 of th[,^ Act, shall appJy, and shall he deemod to have applied, 
tiho to, r.nd in relation to, 

(a) e^ory ciwc In whicli po- oi any land acquired under the 

principal Act had been taken before tlic 30th day of April, 1982 [the 
date of introduction of the Land Acquisition (Amendment) Bill, 
1982, in the House of the People], and the amount of compensation 
for such acquisition had not been paid or deposited under section 
31 of the principal Act until-such date, with effect on and from that 
date; and 

(b) every case in which such po 9 ’ession had been taken on or 
after that date but before the commencement of this Act without the 
amount of compensation having been paid or deposited under the said 
section 31, with effect on and from the date of taking such possession.
